The plan dated December 25, 1645, while in the main 
correct, does not show all the transferu made during Uiat [ 

year, as will be seen by consultiug Suffolk Deeds, Lib. 1, j 

as noted in the introduction to the Book of Posses-slons 
(Volume 2 of the Boston Records), the first 111 p'^jos of 
which were written by William Aspinvrall prior to the 10th 
month, 1645. 

The numbers on the plans follow the origiaal pagination 
of the Book of Possescions. 

On the plan of ICSO the lot marked S should have been 
assigned to Thomas Sharp.

SECOND REPORT OF THE RECORD 

COMMISSIONERS. 

To his Ilomor the Mayor €md the City Council ofBosttm: ^- 

It will be understood, from the terms of the preceding 
vote, that no detailed report is to be expected from the 
Record Commissioners at the present time. Acting under 
the instructions given them, the}' have endeavored to present 
faithful transcripts of the two earliest volumes of the records 
of the town of Boston, viz., of the first Book of Records 
proper, and of the Book of Possessions. 

The value of the first volume of Records consists not 
only in the information given as to the names and posses- 
sions of the first inhabitants, but also in its indications of the 
extent of the powers exercised by the town authorities. 
Inasmuch as the progress of town ;;overnment on the New 
£n<rland plan is, and always will Ixs, of great interest to the 
student of social science, it must be worth while to present 
to the public the full and exact statement of the proceedings 
of the greatest town in the colony. 
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As to the Book of Possessions, it is suflhrient to say thai 
must lie the foundation of all titles to real estate within 
the old town limits, and tliat, therefore, it was, on many 
accounts, most desirable that it should lie made accessible 
and permanent by receiying the honors of print. 

The records of the town of lioston, now in the custody of 
the City Clerk, may be described as follows : — 

Ten volumes, of which the tirst is here printed, contain* 
ins the acts of the town from 1034 to 1822. Tlie first 
T<Hume( 1634-1660) contains also the acts of the Selectmen ; 
the second volume (16(iO-1728) contains the acts of the 
Selectmen from 1660 to 1701 ; and thenceforward it records 
only the proceedings of the town. In 1701 the system was 
established of recording the doings of the Selectmen 8e|ia- 
lately* and twenty-three volumes contain their records until 
18SS. 

There are a few miscellaneous volumes, as the Book of 
Possessions, etc. In two large volumes, also, have lieen 
bound up the miscellaneous papers in the custody of the 
Gty Clerk, covering the periods of 1634-1715, 1717-1734. 
After this date the papers are still arranged in files and 
bundles. 

Recently the Record Commissioners have reported to his 
Honor the Mayor the necessity of taking some measures to 
assort and preserve the records of the old courts of the 
County of Suffolk prior to the licvolution. In spite of the 
neglect which these files have suffered fiir many years it is 
highh' proliable that they contain documents of prime im- 
portance to the history of our town. 



It may lie proper to mention that very little has yet been 
done towards publishing the history of B<iston. The mag- 
nitude of the t'isk has pnibably prevented its accomplish- 
ment ; and the deplorable deficiencies in the records, which 
it is the task of the Commissioners to repair, may also have 
discouraged enthusiasts. A brief sketch of the principal 
contributions to our local history may be of some service. 

In the third volume of the Collections of tiie Massachu- 
setts Historical S(»ciety, for 1794, there was printed (pp. 
241-304) " A To|>ographic:il and Ilistorical Description of 
Boston, 1794,** by Thomas Penilierton. 

Xot much can be collected of a work of sixty pages on so 
large a sulyect. 

Next we find tlie following book : —

enough to make the book a distinct authority. The most 
valunblc portion is the additions to Pemberton's sketches, 
showing the changes lictween 1796 and 1817*

In 1828 a second edition was published ; but apparently it 
consisted only of the sheets of the first edition and the 
appendix, with a new index (pp. 425-427), and new title- 
page. It seems that Abel Bowen was the proprietor of the 
i>ook, and that he issued ^ii'oposuls for a subsequent edition, 
but never carried his idea into execution. In 1829 Bowen 
published his Ticturc of Boston ** (2d edition, 1833; 8d 
edition, 1838), the parent of numerous guide-books. 

The next book claiming our attention bears the following 
title: — 

" A Municipal History of the Town and Giy of Boston, 
during two centuries. From September 17, 1630, to Sep- 
tenilier 17, 1830. By Josiah Quincy. Boston : Charles C. 
Little and James Brown. 1852." 8vo, pp. 444. 
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Tbis it sulistantfailly tbo hbtorjr of Bottoiit under its char- 
tor M a city, from 1822 to 1830. The illuntratioiis arc, a view 
of the Quiiicy Market, and a plan of the tame, 8howing the 
streeU and ctftatea taken, altered, and laid out in couae- 
qnence of that construction* 

In 185S the late Samuel O. Drake commenced tlie puhli* 
cation, in parts, of the History of Boston, and in 1856 issued 
the volume, with the fallowing title : — - 

"The llistorj' and Antiquities of Boston, the Oipital of 
Massachusetts and Metrc»])olis of New-England, from its 
Sc^ttlenieut in 1830, to the year 1770. Also an Introductory 
History c»f the DiM^ivery and Settlement of New England, 
with notes, critical and illustratiye. By Samuel G. Drake, 
A.M., &c., &c. Boston : published by Luther Stevens, 
186 Washington street. 1856." 8vo, pp. 840. 

It will be no disparagement to this very useful work to 
say that it was plamicd on too large a scale for success. 
The author received a very flattering rcf|uc8t from the City 
Government to continue its publication, but was comi)cllcd 
by the infirmities of age to decline. 

In 1871 the City Government gave official sanction to the 
following-named work of Mayor ShurtleflT: — 

** A TAiK)graphical and Historical Description of Boston. 
By Nathaniel B. ShurtleflT. Boston : printed by request of 
the City Council, 1871." 8vo, pp. 720. 

This was in no sen^^e a history of the town, but rather a 
collection of ess:iys relating to various historical topics. Dr. 
ShurtlcflTs familiarity' with certain topics, as those of the 
early descriptions of the town, the maps, the graveyards, 
etc., etc., renders this book one of great interest and 
value. 

Lastly, we may note Hales* ''Sur\xy of Boston,** 1821, 

BK 156, and Samuel Adams Drake's *^01d Landmarks and 
istoric Personages of Ikiston,** 1873, pp. 484, as formal 
contributions to our local history. Of course, there have 
lieen many minor publications devoted to limited subjects, 
notably histories of the various religious societies, and 
many public documents issued by order of the City Govem- 
meui.

It will bo sceiif howeyer, tliat Boston still remains without 
IL complete history in print, and that, thereforet the publico* 
tion of any portion of its records is not unnecessary. 

It is also to be remembered that Boston now comprises at 
least three other ancient towns, each with records and a his* 
tory of its own. Tlicse may wcit demand in the future a 
proper amount of attention, and require proportionate puW* 
cation. 

It is ho|)ed that the City Government will authorize the 
Record Commissioners to continue the work of publisjiing 
the records ; of course not in full, but by means of 8Q<£ 
judicious selections as will afford valuable information about 
our predecessors. 

Owing to the nature of the work, the duty of editing the 
First Ikiok of Records and of tnuiscribinff the Bow of 
Possessions has devolved exclusively upon the senior.com* 
missioner.

records. Hence, although it is intended to preserre all 
peculiarities of spelling, a retention of these contracted forma 
of writing would only unnecessarily add to the difficuUy of 
using this transcript. • 

The pagination of the original volume is hiserted in onr 
text in brackets. 

Every portion of the original is copied, except those mar- 
ginal notes which are simply indicative of the full record in 
the text. No use can be found for such notes which would 
in any degree compensate for the additional cost of printiw. 

This edition is printed from a copy made by W. B. Traw« 
Esq., and has been compared with a copy made in 1855 by 
Mr. Morse for the City Government, as well as with the

THE BOOK OF POSSESSIONa 



TiiRiiR is in the custoily of tho City Clerk, ns part of tbe 
city nrcbives, a lK>ok entitled Tlio Book of PosscFsiont, of 
wliicli the following {inges give a careful tniuscript. Am 
ulihreviatcd copy is in Drake's History of Boston. 

Nothing delinitc seems to 1x) known of tho origin *of tUs 
IxKik, nnd from reasons hereinafter given I presume tbit H 
^ was compiled nliout the year IG52. Sxow (Ilistonr of Bos- 
ton, p. 12^) only savs that ** It seems to emhrace the period 
\ "^ from 1G40 to 1050> Dkake (History of Boston, p. 785) 
makes tho following statement: **In an original meflio- 
randum/ made hy Isaac Addington. that gentlcnum sqFii 
• Wlicn I was appointed Clerk of the County Court, in 1672, 
I found a hook in that office, entitled on the coyer, "Pos- 
sessions of tlic Inhnhitants of Boston." ' BIr. Addihgton adds 
that while he was in oilice iKM-sons often came to consnlldie 
work, hut lie did not see its * validity.** 

Of the vahic of the record there can be no doubt, and I 
therefore give a little space to the consideration of its 
probable date.f 

At a meeting of the General Court, Oct. 19, 165>, il 
, was voted, — that whereas the jxissing of houses and land in 
England was efToctually done in various waj's, and whereas 
cei'tain in this jurisdiction w*ero apt to rest upon a veibil 
bargain or sale for houses or lands, henceforth no such vde 
should be good in law unless made b}^ deed in irriting, under 
hand and seal and delivered, or possession given, etc., unless 
the deed be acknowledged according to law and recorded. 
(Rcc. Ill, 280.) 

They had previously,. June 19, 1650 (Rec. Ill, SOS), 
])i*ovided that a sale recorded by the recorder of the county 
should be sufficient without any further certifying to the 
Seci-ctary of the General Court.

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MayG, 1657 (Kec. 111. 422), the Court recites, " The 
^e:it neglcit of uiniiy perMHis, in the infancy of theso 
plantations, to ohsen'c any due orilcr or le<r:il course for the 
conlirnmtion of such s:ile:i and alienations of houses and lands 
as have ])as$cd,'* and then orders that every one who did, 
Ix'fore tlic ])n$ti:i^c of the law of l()r)2, |K)ssess or occupy 
house or land in fee simple, should ever after this date hold 
the same, unK'ss a counter-claim was prosecuted to elfect 
within live years from Ma}' 20, 1657. 

We may fairly assume, therefore, that in Octolier, 1652, 
there was an examination of the state of the titles to lands 
iu the coU)ny, and that Boston was not remiss in discharging 
this duty. 

Another circumstance may have aided in calling for a new 
record. Novcmlier 13, 1G44, William Aspinwall was ap- 
pointed Notary Public, and, as our records show, in that 
capsicity he received acknowledgments of many deeds. In 
fact, there are references to the volume of the records of the 
Notary Public. • 

But Octo1x^r 15, 1051, he fell into di.sgi*ace (Bee. Ill, 
257), for charging the Court and jury with going against law 
and conscience in making the landlord pay rent to the tenant, 
and Edwai-d Bawson was a])|»ointed Becorder of Suffolk in 
bis place, to whom Aspinwall was to deliver *'all the records 
liclonging to the said county." 

At the same time, ui>on the request of the inhabitants of 
Boston, Jonathan Negoos was made clerk of the writs for 
that town, in his place, and Mr. Aspinwall was ** ordered to 
deliver him tlie records of deaths, births, and marriages, as 
belonging to that office.** 

Again (Bee. vol. 4, pt. 1, p. 118), Octoljcr 26, 1652, 
Nathaniel Souther was ap|>ointed Public Notar>' for this 
jurisdiction, in the room of William Aspinwall, and took the 
oath. 

Savagr adds that Aspinwall went to England, and there 
published, in 1653, a queer l>ook as prognostic of the 
millennium to o|)en in twenty years. 

As no record of the notarial volumes remains, it is not 
improlmble that Aspinwall took them away with him, and 
tliut the town felt the necessity of a new official record of 
lands. 

Our present volumes of Bccords of Deeds do not reach 
back as far us the original grants.

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Tlio cnrlicBt deed, so far its date of record if concerned, it 
entered iiiuler date of 8 mo. (i.e., Octolx^r)* 1640. lib 
oil page 13 of the volume, the preceding twelve pages being 
covered liy miscellaneouH matters. 

Perhnps the most im|Mirtant of these papers are those re* 
latiii^r to a iHimlNT of passcngerH sent over in 1651, by the 
ship ''John and Sarah,** printed in the **N. E. Historical 
and Genealogical Uegister,** pp. 377-4)80. Thoy are sap- 
jKised to have Ix^eii a pai-t of the Scotch prisoners taken by 
Cron)\v<ll at the lltittle of Dnnlmr, Sept. 3, 1C50. 

The I^ecoid proceeds with reasonable regularity from that 
date, although volumes 112 and 114 have been missinff ever 
since tlie devolution, and a iKirtion, pp. 280-340, inchmve« 
is wanting to volume 19*2^ 

The second volume of deeds was begun April 7, 1654, 
by Kdward Itawson, as he attests on the first page of the 
book.

The internal evidence {Kiints strongly to the summer of 
(3 1G52 as the date of the compilation. Our Boston records 
(printed in the X. K. Hist. Gen. Register, X., 71) give

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The alM)vo list, in which those mcntionetl in the Book of 
Possessions arc marked with a star, shows that none are 
named who died Ijoforo Oetolicr, 1G52, while several are 
named who died very sanm after. The only cxcofilion is 
William HIaiiehard, who died October 7, hut wIk> is not in 
the list. Prolmhiy he was not a honseholder« 

Tlie most strikin<r ca?ies, showing where the lino was drawn, 
are those of Adam \Vintlin)p, omitted, who died August 24, 
1G52, and Itev. John Cotton and Captain William Tyng, 
mentioned, who died respectively in December and January 
followinc;. 

The i^rsons omitted, who died earlier in 1653, were men 
of note, and presumably householders. Bozonn Allen was 
a very prcmiineut citizen ; William Ludkin was a ciinstakle; 
Samuel Oliver, George l^ennett, and Thomas Stauliury, nil 
were married men with families. The inference is Very 
strong, that had the}"^ been alive when the list was made 
their names would have ap]>eared. 

I liavc noticed but few apparent exceptions. Thus Jacob 
Eliot is named, but I think that the |>erson meant was not 
Dea. J., who died in 1C51, but his son, of the same name. 
So in the case of Atherton Ilauirh, or Hough, who is named, 
but who died Sopteml>cr 11, 1G50. His only child was ReT. 
Samuel H., of Iteading, a non-resident, which fact mciy have 
caused the estate to be mentioned in the father*a name. 

Other cases may hereafter 1>c found to correct the above 
suggesticms ; but in the mean time I nnist continue to connder 
the evidence as pointing to the summer of 1652 as the date 
of this great original record of the distribution at lands in 
the town of Boston.
